EIGHT BILLION BUDGET CUT SUGGESTED 


Last week in the nation’s capital, following a meeting of the 
Government Economy Committee of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, the majority of the members of the Presi­ 
dent’s Cabinet talked to the group. Included was the nation’s 
chief fiscal officer—Secretary of the Treasury George M. Hum­ 
phrey. 


Secretary Humphrey’s remarks were two-fold; he declared 
again that the proposed federal budget of $71,807,000,000 for 
fiscal 1958, the largest a peacetime administration has ever 
set for a single year, must be cut. He added, “that never at a 
time in the last decade, on this issue or any other issue, have 
Senators and Congressmen been deluged with such an aval­ 
anche of mail calling upon them to take forceful action in ef­ 
fecting savings.” 


“This is one of the greatest opportunities for the American 
public to have an effect on a Congressional issue,” he said, 
“because Congress will listen to the requests of the people they 
represent.” 


The idea of how to cut the budget has been a central theme 
since its inception. President Eisenhower, when he asked the 
people of the United States for permission to spend more of 
their money during the 1958 fiscal year, at the same time in­ 
vited the Congress to prune wherever possible. 


By this act he virtually served notice on all Americans that 
they, too, can participate importantly in Congressional budget- 
cutting by insisting that their representatives in the Senate and 
the House reduce expenditures to the lowest possible degree. 


If enough Americans respond, it will accomplish another 
great purpose, as well. It will provide irrefutable evidence that 
the greater majority of the population neither demands nor 
wants many of the services—particularly those in the welfare- 
state category—that federal administrations h a v e literally 
thrust upon them. 


The nation, in order to avoid the grave consequences of un­ 
conscionable extravagance by the federal government, must 
cut the budget. This drive to cut the 1958 budget, transcends in 
importance any similar effort in history. It is much more than 
an attempt to control a single year’s appropriations and if it 
fails it could very well be the last time when the people will 
have recourse to effectual remedy against lavish splenders in 
the federal government. 


If we indulge ourselves in record-breaking expenditures at 
a time wrhen the country is at its highest prosperity peak and 
is governed by an administration that—up to now—has shown 
a prudent regard for the taxpayer’s dollar, then budget-fight- 
rng could become a lost cause. 


Thus, the 1958 budget is a pivitol one. Should it prevail as 
now constituted it is almost assured that big and unjustified 
spending will have become a fixed, unchangeable pattern of 
American life. 


The NAM is firmly convinced that there are areas and meth­ 
ods whereby the $71,807,000,000 budget can be reduced by as 
much as $8,227,000,000 to $63,580,000,000 without weakening 
military security or impairing any essential civilian programs. 


As members of the Government Economy Committee of the 
NAM we made a careful analysis of the budget and have pin­ 
pointed the specific areas in which such savings could be ef­ 
fected.

Contrary to popular belief the increase in expenditures has 
not been in the field of military requirements but in support of 
civilian programs. By 1958 disbursements for services to civil­ 
ians will have risen by 36% over fiscal 1954; from $20,900,000,- 
000 to $28,500,000,000 or a gain of $7,600,000,000. 


President Eisenhower has said that this acceleration reflects 
the demands of the people for this type of federal assistance 
(much of which is in the welfare-state category). Actually, 
however, this “demand” has never been established factually 
because no referendum has ever been held to permit the voters 
to choose between lavish spending and sound budgeting. 


This is fairly conclusive evidence that the majority of ths 
people do not favor vast civilian-program expenditures. Ironic­ 
ally, this became evident in the 1956 election when the Presi­ 
dent was returned to office by the greatest popular vote in 
history. This confidence, on the part of the electorate, was at­ 
tributed—among other considerations—to the Administration’s 
first term record for effecting commendable budgetary reforpis. 


It is not the whole populace whose views on budgeting Is 
heard but the small, articulate pressure groups—with their er­ 
roneous claims of large population-bloc representation—who 
are literally forcing their give-away programs and “Budget, 
Unlimited” philosophy on official Washington. 


The drive to cut the debt cannot succeed unless majorities 
in both houses of Congress dedicate themselves to the task. And 
this dedication can be spurred greatly by support from home; 
by letters from constituents demanding that expenditures be 
slashed. 


Americans who enlist in this urgent budget-cutting campaign 
—whether as a member of Congress or as an ordinary letter- 
writing constituent—will have performed one of the great pub­ 
lic services of our time.

The Senate prepared today to 
act quickly on 41 million dol­ 
lars of additional Post Office 
funds. The House passed the 
bill to restore normal postal 
service yesterday. 
There was a prospect the

In addition to t h e extra 
money for th e Post Office De­ 
partment, the bill would provide 
481 million dollars for other pur­ 
poses. 
The house sent the bill to the 
Senate by voice vote late yester­ 
day after several hours of debate 
during which some of the law­ 
makers criticized Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Summerfield for ordering 
service curtailed. 
No effort was made in the 
House to increase the postal mon­ 
ey to the 47 million dollars Sum­ 
merfield has said he must have 
for the next 2Va months. Two ef­ 
forts to reduce it to 19 millions 
were defeated decisively, one by 
a 121-12 standing vote and one 
by voice votes. 
It appeared that the Senate al­ 
so would go along with the 41 
million dollar figure. 
Several senators said they as­ 
sumed that if the bill goes to 
Eisenhower today or tomorrow, 
the major postal service cuts al­ 
ready put into effect will be re­ 
stored this Saturday. 
These cuts were elimination of 
Saturday home deliveries and the 
closing to the public of all but 
fourth class post offices on that 
day.

M issouri 
Public 
Expenditure 
Survey today announced its sup­ 
port for the constitutional am end­ 
m ent to increase *legislative sal­ 
aries and provide a weekly mile­ 
age allowance for legislators. The 
Survey’s 
announcem ent followed 
action on the am endm ent by its 
Executive Com m ittee and Board 
of Trustees. 
The am endm ent will be on the 
ballot A pril 2. It would increase 
legislative salaries from $125 a 
m onth to $300 and give legislators 
weekly, mileage expense instead 
of the present once-a-session al­ 
lowance. 
The additional salary constitutes 
about the same percentage of in­ 
crease th at has occurred in per 
capita income in Missouri since 
1942 when the present salary was 
voted, the Survey said. Keeping 
legislative salaries in line with 
other income seem s justified con­ 
sidering present-day costs and the 
num erous dem ands m ade upon the 
tim e and energies of legislators 
even when the legislature is not 
in session, the Survey added. 
The present once-a-session mile­ 
age 
allow ance 
is 
a 
carry-over 
from the days w hen legislators 
stayed in Jefferson City for the 
duration of the session, the Sur­ 
vey said, and should be m odern­ 
ized, 
as 
contem plated 
in

am endm ent, to reim burse legis­ 
lators for actual m ileage expense 
incurred by them traveling to and 
from their homes to attend ses­ 
sions once each week.

A m endm ent No. 1 which had as

political power. 
And it ends with that appears

Oklahoma City itself runs the 
garbage out" to those dumps. Over 
a year ago. the local Team>ter*i 
wound up a tough drive for the 
unionization of that garbage haul­ 
ing with a strike which did the 
Oklahoma winds no good over the 
plains. The strike was lost and 
the T eam ster leaders decided to 
outflank the city m anager with a 
drive for political power in the 
city coqncil. 
The Team sters Union then en­ 
dorsed several candidalo — and 
observers there tell me that vic­ 
tory for all those backed by the 
Team o officials would have made 
the Team sters the big r iie d l in 
the city government. 


It looked good for the union a 
endorsees — for a while. They 
had am ple funds. They had good 
machines. Some had always run 
strong and one was thought un­ 
beatable. 
But cam e the Ides of M arch and 
the Senate Committee began peel- 
ing the hides off western Team­ 
ster officials, With the Oklahoma 
City run-off election scheduled for

2,

The Team sters had endorsed G.R. 
Keller, 
a

m an. He 
had won in the earlier prim ary 
contest and had qualified for the 
April 2nd run-off. But his polic* 
record was printed, Keller decid­ 
ed not to run 
The Team sters backed a B. T 
Kriby. who had honestly tried to 
help them 
in 
their unionization 
drive. He looked like a solid can­ 
didate. But he 
as beaten. 
The Team os backed W alter Har- 
rison, whom my scouts tell me 
wa¿; 
considered 
unbeatable. 
He 
had taken elections since 1949 But 
the count sent me shows him win­ 
ning only two out of 85 precincts.

A further experim ent was car­ 
ried out to determine whether or 
not the ceJl-destroying substanc­ 
es m anufactured by the rats were 
specific for a particular cancer 
tissue or for cancer tissue gener- 


ally. Three different human can­ 
cer.'- (H. Ep. NO. 3. H. Ep. No. 
4. and H, S. No. 1) were inject­ 
ed into three different groups of 
untreated rats. H. Ep. No. 3 was 
exposed to the blood and tissues 
recovered 
from each group. 
It 
was found that the cell-destroying 
substance’s produced by H 
Ep. 
No. 3 cancer were most effective 
against H. Ep. No. 3. 
The ability to produce, detect, 
and test for cancer-destroying sub 
stances may facilitate the devel­ 
opment of a vaccine against hu­ 
man cancer and is considered en- 
coui aging to the entire field of 
immunological study.

EIGHT BILLION BUDGET CUT SUGGESTED 


L ast week in the nation's capital, following a m eeting of the 
Governm ent Economy Com mittee of the N ational Association 
of M anufacturers, the m ajority of the m em bers of the Presi­ 
dent’s Cabinet talked to the group. Included w as the nation’s 
chief fiscal officer—Secretary of the T reasury George M. Hum­ 
phrey. 


Secretary H um phrey’s rem arks w ere tw o-fold; he declared 
again th at the proposed federal budget of $71,807,000,000 for 
fiscal 1958, the largest a peacetim e adm inistration has ever 
set for a single year, m ust be cut. He added, “that never at a 
tim e in the last decade, on this issue or any other issue, have 
Senators and Congressmen been deluged w ith such an aval­ 
anche of mail calling upon them to take forceful action in ef­ 
fecting savings.” 


“This is one of the greatest opportunities for the A m erican 
public to have an effect on a Congressional issue,” he said, 
“ because Congress will listen to the requests of the people they 
represent.” 


The idea of how to cut the budget has oeen a central them e 
since its inception. President Eisenhower, w hen he asked the 
people of the United States for perm:ssion to spend more of 
their money during the 1958 fiscal year, at the same tim e in­ 
vited the Congress to prune w herever possible. 


By this act he virtually served notice on all A m ericans that 
they, too, can participate im portantly in Congressional budget- 
cutting by insisting that their representatives in the Senate and 
the House reduce expenditures to the lowest possible degree. 


If enough Americans respond, it will accomplish another 
great purpose, as well. It w-ill provide irrefutable evidence that 
the greater m ajority of the population neither dem ands nor 
w ants m any of the services—particularly those in the welfare- 
state category—th at federal adm inistrations h a v e literally 
th ru st upon them . 


The nation, in order to avoid the grave consequences of un­ 
conscionable extravagance by the federal governm ent, m ust 
cut the budget. This drive to cut the 1958 budget, transcends in 
im portance any sim ilar effort in history. It is m uch more than 
an attem pt to control a single year’s appropriations and if it 
fails it could very well be the last tim e when the people will 
have recourse to effectual rem edy against lavish splenders in 
the federal governm ent. 


If we indulge ourselves in record-breaking expenditures at 
a time when the country is at its highest prosperity peak and 
is governed by an adm inistration that—up to now—has shown 
a prudent regard for the taxpayer’s dollar, then budget-fight­ 
ing could become a lost cause. 


Thus, the 1958 budget is a pivitol one. Should it prevail as 
now constituted it is alm ost assured th a t big and unjustified 
spending w ill have become a fixed, unchangeable pattern of 
American life. 


The NAM is firm ly convinced that there are areas and m eth­ 
ods w hereby the $71,807,000,000 budget can be reduced by as 
m uch as $8,227,000,000 to $63,580,000,000 w ithout w eakening 
m ilitary security or im pairing any essential civilian program s. 


As mem bers of the G overnm ent Economy Com m ittee of the 
NAM we m ade a careful analysis of the budget and have pin­ 
pointed the specific areas in which such savings could be ef­ 
fected. 


Here is a brief summary' of these recom m endations:

C ontrary to popular belief the increase in expenditures has 
not been in the field of m ilitary requirem ents but in support of 
civilian program s. By 1958 disbursem ents for services to civil­ 
ians will have risen by 36% over fiscal 1954; from $20,900,000,- 
000 to $28,500,000,000 or a gain of $7,600,000,000. 


President Eisenhower has said that this acceleration reflects 
the dem ands of the people for this type of federal assistance 
(m uch of which is in the w elfare-state category). Actually, 
how ever, this “dem and” has never been established factually 
because no referendum has ever been held to perm it the voters 
to choose between lavish spending and sound budgeting. 


This is fairly conclusive evidence that the m ajority of thf 
people do not favor vast civilian-program expenditures. Ironic­ 
ally, this becam e evident in the 1956 election w hen the Presi­ 
dent was returned to office by the greatest popular vote in 
history. This confidence, on the part of the electorate, w as a t­ 
tributed—among other considerations—to the A dm inistration's 
first term record for effecting com mendable budgetary refor*ns. 


It is not the whole populace whose views on budgeting Is 
heard but the small, articulate pressure groups— with their er­ 
roneous claims of large population-bloc representation—who 
are literally forcing their give-aw ay program s and “Budget, 
U nlim ited” philosophy on official W ashington. 


The drive to cut the debt cannot succeed unless m ajorities 
in both houses of Congress dedicate them selves to the task. And 
this dedication can be spurred greatly by support from home; 
by letters from constituents dem anding that expenditures be 
slashed. 


Americans who enlist in this urgent budget-cutting cam paign 
—w hether as a m em ber of Congress or as an ordinary letter- 
w riting constituent—will have perform ed one of the great pub­ 
lic services of our tim e.

The Missouri Cotton Producers 
Association will sponsor a Delta- 
wide 3-Bale per acre cotton con­ 
test again this year, according to

W inners of the 1956 3-Bale Con­ 
test 
w'ere 
form ally 
recognized 
and received their prizes at the 
8th annual m eeting of the associ­ 
ation at Sikeston. 
The 1957 contest is open to any 
grade or high school student, en­ 
rolled in 4-H or FFA, who will 
be responsible for producing his 
owm cotton crop. All interested 
students are urged to discuss the 
contest with their 4-H leader or 
vocational agriculture instructor. 
Sponsored w ith the joint pur­ 
pose of stim ulating the interest 
of the younger generation in prop­ 
er farm ing m ethods and in setting 
an exam ple to the present gener­ 
ation in proper farm ing methods 
and in setting an exam ple to the 
present generation of cotton pro­ 
ducers, the cotton growing con­ 
test has been a regular p art of 
the MCPA program for the past 
five years. 
E ntry blanks, which m ust be on 
file with the MCPA not later than 
June 15, may be obtained through 
county agents, vocational agricul­ 
ture instructors, or directly from 
the offices of the association at 
Portageville, Mo. 
Plots may be from two to five 
acres 
in extent, and only one 
plot m ay be entered by any indi­ 
vidual.

Office Funds 


Deficiency Measure 
May Reach President 
Late This Afternoon 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
The Senate prepared today to 
act quickly on 41 million dol­ 
lars of additional Post Office 
funds. The House passed the 
bill to restore normal postal 
service yesterday. 
There was a prospect the 
deficiency 
measure 
could 
reach President Eisenhower’s 
desk late in the day. 
In addition to t h e extra 
money for the Post Office De­ 
partm ent, the bill would providt 
481 million dollars for other p ur­ 
poses. 
The house sent the bill to th# 
Senate by voice vote late yester­ 
day after several hours of debate 
during w'hich some of the law­ 
m akers criticized Postm aster Gen­ 
eral 
Sum m erfield 
for 
ordering 
service curtailed. 
No effort 
was 
m ade in 
the 
House to increase the postal mon­ 
ey to the 47 million dollars Sum ­ 
merfield has said he m ust have 
for the next 2V'a months. Two ef­ 
forts to reduce it to 19 millions 
were defeated decisively, one by 
a 121-12 standing vote and one 
by voice votes. 
It appeared that the Senate al­ 
so would go along w ith the 41 
million dollar figure. 
Several senators said they as­ 
sumed th at if the bill goes to 
Eisenhower today or tomorrow, 
the m ajor postal service cuts al­ 
ready put into effect will be re­ 
stored this Saturday. 
These cuts w ere elimination of 
Saturday home deliveries and the 
closing to the public of all but 
fourth class post offices on that 
day. 
In the House debate on the bill 
Chairm an Cannon (D-M o) of the 
House A ppropriations Committee 
accused Sum m erfield of “a public 
be dam ned attitude” in closing 
post offices last Saturday.

Su rvey today announced its sup­ 
port for the constitutional amend­ 
ment to increase *legislative sal­ 
aries and provide a weekly m ile­ 
age allowance for legislators. The 
Su rvey’s 
announcement followed 
action on the amendment by its 
Executive Committee and 
Board 
of Trustees. 


The amendment w ill be on the 
ballot A p ril 2. It would increase 
legislative salaries from 
S I25 a 
month to $300 and give legislators 
w eekly mileage expense instead 
of the present once-a-session al­ 
lowance. 
The additional salary constitutes 
about the same percentage of in­ 
crease that has occurred in per 
capita income in Missouri since 
1942 when the present salary was 
voted, the Su rvey said. Keeping 
legislative 
salaries in line 
with 
other income seems justified con­ 
sidering present-day costs and the 
numerous demands made upon the 
time and energies of legislators 
even when the legislature is not 
in session, the Su rvey added. 
The present once-a-session m ile­ 
age 
allowance 
is 
a 
carry-over 
from the days w*hen 
legislators 
stayed in Jefferson C ity for the 
duration of the session, the S u r­ 
vey said, and should be modern­ 
ized, 
as 
contemplated 
in 
the 
amendment, 
to 
reimburse 
legis­ 
lators for actual mileage expense 
incurred by them traveling to and 
from their homes to attend ses­ 
sions once each week.

The Missouri State Chamber of 
Commerce today

“ This would effect the elimination 
of 85.655 additional positions budg­ 
eted for 1958.” 
The State Chamber recommen­ 
dation was based on an analysis 
of Federal employment prepared 
by the Council of State Chamber 
of Commerce, of which the Missou­ 
ri organization is a member.

Dr. Toolan spoke at the 48th 
A nnual Meeting of the A m erican 
Association for Cancer R esearch 
in Chicago. 
This work is part of a broad 
program at S loan-K ettering In­ 
stitute to investigae the

against cancer. 
Dr.

previously proved 
that hum an cancer will grow in 
laboratory 
anim als 
pre-treated 
wdth cortisone and-or x-ray. 
In

reported, 
untreated 
laboratory 
rats 
were 
injected w'ith minced hum an can­ 
cer tissue. Seven days after in­ 
jection. blood and tissue sam ples 
wrere taken from these injected 


anim als. Fresh hum an cancer tis­ 
sue was exposed to these blood 
and tissue sam ples for one hour 
and then im planted into rats pre­ 
treated with cortisone and-or x- 
ray. In this experim ent, the hu­ 
man cancer failed to grow. The 
cancer had been killed by cancer 
poisons m anufactured in the bod­ 
ies of the untreated injected rats. 
Cancer exposed to blood and tis­ 
sue of un-injected rats grew read­ 
ily m the pre-treated animals. 
These 
cell-destroying 
agents 
w ere found in the blood, spleen, 
lym ph nodes, and thym us of the 
injected

found in muscle, heart, kidney or 
lung. This finding confirm ed the 
concept that the body’s natural 
defenses arc associated with lym­ 
phoid cells ( white cell elem ents).

The ability to produce, detect, 
and test for cancer-destroying sub 
stances may facilitate the devel­ 
opm ent of a vaccine against hu­ 
man cancer and is considered en- 
coui aging to the entire field of 
immunological study.
